■^'.rgciitiua, an l being fed to live- 
i 4 < tic!: on an unprecedented scale in 
Nor.h America. Up to now, our 
wartime agriculture has been aimed 
at Jesi wheat and more livestock. 
The higher price of Canadian wheat, 
coupled with the fact that tho 
United States Administration has 
asked for au increase of 14,000,000 
acres in 1044, suggests that the 
world carry-over is not considered 
too great. a 

Will wheat look so attractive in 
1944 that prairie farmers will feel 
less like feeding cattle and hogs, 
and milking cows? Surely there is 
little prospect of increased farm 
labour supplies. Are we to con¬ 
clude that livestock products will 
be relatively less important in 1914? 

We suggest, in all humility, that 
definite and timely government 
guidance will be more important 
than ever. Also, that local “Win 
the War” committees, important in 
1943, will be indisputable in 1944.

If every farmer would care¬ 
fully check his machines while 
he still remain hers thei r sum¬ 
mer performance and then 
would make the necessary re¬ 
pairs, there would be fewer tle- 
mands for macitncry parts and 
much less loss of time during 
the rush cropping season. This 
is a simple matter but one that 
frequently is neglected so this 
letter is written just as a re¬ 
minder.
